In the south, in the province of Tay- 
abas, a severe attack appears to have 
been made on the large and important 
town of Lopez, on the Pacific

EARTHQUAKE IX JAPAN.

advices state that a great earthquake 
occurred in Japan Aug. a. It lasted 
eight minutes and was followed up 
by a tidal wave which swept up riv- 
er* flowing into the sea and caused 
great destruction. 


Up to Aug. 10 it was known in Yo- 


ko'hama thai over 5,000 houses had 
been inundated or washed av.-ay. Be- 
tween 200 and 300 people are known to 
have been 
drowned or seriously in- 


jured.

Be- 
ing asking in what part of the head it 
was, he answered, "The top," and 
when further questioned as to the esact 
spot pressed his finger on the side above 
the cheek bone. This be did three times, 
though declaring that the seat of the 
pain was exactly on the top of the bead.

Richelieu as an Editor. 


The first reporter of France was Louis 


XIII. The National library possesses 
the manuscripts of 86 articles written 
by that king. Almost all arn accounts 
of his military operations. These arti- 
cles were published in the Gazette de 
France. The "copy," however, did not 
go directly to the printer. Louis XIII 
wrote abominable French, and he had 
vague notions of orthography. His ar- 
ticles were corrected and often entirely 
rearranged by a secretary named Lucas, 
who copied them, sending to Richelieu 
tbe new manuscript Richelieu exam- 
ined it in his tuiu and often introduced 
additional corrections. At the siege of 
Corbie the king wrote a few lines eulo- 
gistic of the cardinal, but afterward 
crossed them out of his article. Riche- 
lieu wrote them in again, and so tbey 
appeared in tho Gazette dc France.—

They c.»n in junny cases do so with 
ease and security. The only requisites in 
order to make a plausible claim are Eng- 
lish descent and tbe sanio family name 
as one of the innumerable exuuct bar- 
onetcies.

The distance arross the United States is 


found to bo 2,625.2 geographical miles 
from the lighthouse sli miles north of 
Capo May to the lighthouse six miles south 
of PuntaAri>nns,€al., following iho thirty- 
ninth parallel of latitude as closely as pos- 
sible. This is conceded to be about tho 
mean breadth of the country. .A glanoo 
at the map will show that the Unitf-.l 
States is much wider toward the north 
anil much narrower toward tho gulf coast, 
but tho thirty-ninth parallel is about as 
fair an average n< can bo drawn. Tbo 
measurements were made by triangulation 
—that is, by taking observations from 
fixed landmarks and verifying thorn by 
artronomical testa. The distance across 
tho continent thus obtained is 140 feet 
longer i'naa that reported hy Besscls in 
1860, and !)S fcof, longer than that reported 
by Profeshor Clark In 1S66.- Chicago 
Record.

In joint pains the patient 
approaches the seat of trouble cautiously 
with the hand flat.

complaining of a severe headache. Be- 
ing asking in what part of the head it 
was, he answered, "The top," and 
when further questioned as to the exact 
spot pressed his finger on the side above 
the cheek bone. This he did three times, 
though declaring that the seat of the 
pain was exactly on the top of tbe head.

Terror of the Farmer*. 


While polacn is most effectUe!y used on 


South African farms against burrowing 
creatures of the jackal kind, baboons am 
best dealt with In open warfare with tb« 
rifle, and large baboon hunting parties ar* 
often formed among neighboring farmers. 
A short description of one of these baboon 
hunts may be of interest to readers in the 
mother country, and will give them an 
Idea of some of the outdoor experiences of 


heir colonial cousins in farmii'g districts 
letween Cape Town and the Vaal rivet. 
lie special character or baboon hunting is 
erived from the fact that baboon* are 
eneraUy found in large troops, number- ! 
og up to 80 or 100 or more. In some of 
he karroo farms of the Sneeuwberg and 
^ompassberg range* in tho midland dis- , 
riots of the colony, for Instance, the rocky 
:rantzes and kopjes covered with bush and 
lowlder are often infested by such troops, f 
io long as they are left undisturbed in , 
heir strongholds, eo long must tho farmer 
te content to see tho tale of his losses in 
stock grow bigger every day. Single band- 
ed not much can be done, for baboons are 
lifficult to approach and if surprised at , 
close quarters they have a good idea of de- i 
'ending themselves with large stones. It 
s one of the farmer's most tantalizing ei- 
>eriences to stand at the door of his home- 
itead, gun in hand, and see the baboons 
ust out of range on the rocky sky line a 


hundred yards away—now springing 


on all fours like a large dog, now squat- 
iug on their haunches like a Bushman— 
and to know that tho cunning beasts am 
just watching till his back is turned that 
shey may seize their opportunity to swocp 
down and raid his flocks. Their predatory 
methods, too, are rcvoltingly cruel, and 


baboon handled" stock can always Le 


recognized at a glance. They will attack 
cattle, tearing the udders away with their 
tang, powerful bands, and sheep and goats 
are often found by the herdsman with 
their hindquarters stripped of the flesh 
right to tbo bone, and left to die In slow 
torture. 
Moreover, the baboon is no respecter of 


persons, and tbe costly imported "King 
wool" or tho priceless Angora may fall » 
victim no less than the common Cape 
"hamel" or "oapater," which would only 
fetch a half sovereign or so at the market 
in Cradock or Qraafl-Reinet. 


These facts are mentioned to show that 


tne fa-merhas littln cause to love baboons, 
and that it Is to tho interest of those Yf ho 
suffer from tbo raids of these merciless 
freebooters to combine in force, so as to 
kill off as many of tho common enemy at 
each coup domain as possible.—Chambers' 
Journal.

rne \Var Relic I> Now Abandoned and 


Couiicued to Itecay. 


Tbe war oar of President Lincoln, the 


ono in which Lincoln made his vuiu to 
the army In the Virginia campaigns. In 
which he held consultations with Grant. 
Sherman, Sheridan and other leaders, and 
In which fiunlly he was borno to his last 
resting place, IB now abandoned and left 
to decay In an out of the way corner In the 
Union Pacific car shops at Omaha. The 
most magnificent oar on the iron rails in 
Its time, it* now cracked, weather hmh'n 
lidiv, lt« sbstterwi windows, msty brass 
railings and bare interior offer a mournful 
t-ontrast to its departed grandeur. 


The cnr was huilt specially for Mr. Lin- 


coln in the military car Rhopa at Aloxan - 
driji oarly in 1S64. It wos 43 foet lung by 
S.'-s ffct wiilo, and was divided into thnv 
compnrtnivnta. The entrance wiu by ti 
door that opened at one end into a nari'ow 
corridor extending the entire length of the 
car.

One of the novelties in armoring

inches of wrought iron, whereas if 
there were no armor every 12 pound 
shell would be effective. The armor 
limits the effective fire, and that is 
its sole function.—Admiral P. H. 
Colorab, B, N., in North American 
Review.

Ik* 0?entJo« awl IU After Eftecta Fro-

Professor HcOall. for many years 


irincipal of tha Glasgow Veterinary 
»llege, ipeaking of the practice of dis- 
joining cattle, said: "I have heard the 
evidence of Professor Walley, and I 
agree with him that the operation is 
one of extreme torture at the time and 
afterward. There must be more or less 
win until tbe wound is entirely healed. 
Under the most favorable circumstances 
It must be painful for ten days. The 
operation does not benefit the animal in 
tbe least nor tbe flesh as food. But if 
the animal is vicious I consider it suffi- 
cient to remove tbe tips of the horns. I 
nave known of an animal from which 
the tips of the horns had been removed 
to take to butting again, but very rare- 
ly. Even then he did not do much 
damage. * * 


George Andrew Leper, fellow of the 


Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, 
said: "I consider the practice of dis- 
horning creel because it causes fearful 
pain aud is absolutely unnecessary. I 
have beard the previous evidence and 
agree with it." 


Professor William Pritchard of the 


Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, 
London, and for 20 years professor at 
tile Royal Veterinary college, Camden 
Town, had heard the previous evidence 
and agreed that the operation tortures 
the animal aud is unnecessary. 


Professor Cos, Fellow of the Royal 


College of Veterinary Surgeons and for 
some time its president, said, "In my 
opinion dishorning is extremely duel 
and quite unnecessary." 


Professor J. Macqneen, for ten years 


professor at the Glasgow College of 
Veterinary Surgeons and afterward at 
the Royal Veterinary college, Camdeu 
Town, said: "The operation is not 
necessary, and, if performed at all, 
should be done on the animal before it 
is 6 or 8 months old. That prevents the 
horns growing, and tbe operation is 
comparatively painless. "—Our Animal

For many years you 
have been roaming aronnd the worlu, 
gobbling up all the- inhabited and unm- 
habitcil lands yon could get your clutches 
on, until you make your jubilee boasts 
of tho extent of yonr possessions, and 
jnst as soon as a little riot of an island 
down in the Pacific uhks us to take her 
in that she may bo saved from Asiatic 
domination ycu lift your hands in horror 
at th? greediness of these Yankees.

The trouble 
with you English is that you overlook 
tho merits of the question and complain 
because we are not polite. You admit 
that we are in the right in our conten- 
tion, but still complain bornuse we arc 
uuconth. Repair the wrong and yon 
will have no occasion to complain of 
oar manners —\Valtrr Wrlhnan in Chi- 
cago Times Herald.

Now, as we are about to perma- 


nently improve the two principal 
streets of our city that are occupied 
by tbe electric railway, it seems ad- 
visable that some step* should be 
taken to prevent the destructive ac- 
tion referred to and thereby obviate 
the necessity of frequently tearing 
up paved streets for repairs that are 
sure to come if the proper precau- 
tions are not taken in advance 
If 


the matter is referred to a competent 
engineer or a committee for invest! 
gation, 
I will gladly co-operate 


with them and assist them in any 
way possible.
